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QUARTERLY  REPORT  ON   THE  STATE  OF   EMPLOY- 

MENT  IN   THE   ORGANIZED  INDUSTRIES, 

JUNE   30,  1909. 


General  Sxxiniiiary. 

The  statistics  of  employment  of  or- 
ganized^ labor  in  Massachusetts  at  the 
end  of  the  second  quarter,  1909,  are 
herewith  presented,  information  being 
given  as  of  the  date,  June  30.  In  order 
that  comparisons  with  previous  quarters 
may  be  made,  returns  in  summary  form 
for  the  end  of  the  preceding  quarter 
(March  31),  and  for  the  end  of  the 
corresponding  quarter  in  1908  (June 
30)  are  likewise  presented.  A  slight 
increase  in  the  number  of  reports  re- 
ceived will  be  noted.  The  returns  now 
comprise  somewhat  over  60  per  cent  of 
the   total   number   of   local   unions   and 


about  60  per  cent  of  the  total  number 
of  organized  workmen  in  the  State,  and 
are  therefore,  presumably,  representa- 
tive of  the  aggregate  membership  of  all 
labor  organizations  in  Massachusetts. 
The  folloAving  comparative  statement 
shows  the  niunber  and  membership 
of  the  unions  reporting  at  the  end  of 
each  quarter  since  the  gathering  of  these 
returns  was  inaugurated;  also  the  num- 
ber of  members  idle  and  the  correspond- 
ing percentages.  For  the  purpose  of 
emphasizing  the  comparison  for  June  30 
in  1908  and  1909,  the  lines  giving  the 
data  for  these  two  dates  are  printed  in 
full  face  type.

From  this  statement  it  appears  that 
out  of  an  aggregate  membership  of 
105,944,  representing  780  unions,  6,736 


members,  or  6.36  per  cent,  were  reported 
idle  on  June  30,  1909,  showing  a  return 
to    more   normal    conditions    than    have 


1  There  is  no  source  from  which  information  as  to  the  state  of  employment  of  unorganized  workingmen 
can  be  obtained  short  of  a  census,  which  obviously  can  not  be  taken  quarterly. 
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prevailed  during  any  quarter  since  the 
industrial  depression  in  1907.  Several 
of  our  correspondents,  in  addition  to 
furnishing  the  statistics  for  their  re- 
spective unions,  called  attention  to  the 
very  favorable  state  of  employment  in 
the  occupations  represented  by  them. 
Heretofore,  particularly  at  the  end  of 
each  of  the  four  quarters  of  1908,  such 
supplementary  remarks  generally  related 
to  the  relatively  poor  conditions  of  em- 
ployment. 

The  principal  cause  of  idleness  on 
June  30,  1909,  as  shown  in  Table  II 
Toelow,  was,  as  usual,  lack  of  work  or 
material.  The  percentage  of  idleness 
for  this  cause  is,  independently  of  all 
other  causes,  a  sufficient  index  of  in- 
dustrial prosperity  or  depression.  It 
is  therefore  significant  that  the  percent- 
age idle  on  account  of  lack  of  work  or 
material  was  4.64  per  cent  on  June  30, 
1909,  as  compared  with  9.50  per  cent 
on  March  31,  1909,  and  12.54  per 
cent  on  June  30,  1908.  Of  the  780 
unions  reporting,  577,  principally  the 
smaller  unions,  reported  no  members 
idle  whatever  for  this  cause,  and,  with 
the  exception  of  several  occupations  to 
be  commented  upon  later,  the  percent- 
ages idle  for  this  cause  were  generally 
small  as  compared  with  corresponding 
percentages  for  earlier  quarters. 

The  next  important  cause  of  idleness 
was  disability  (sickness,  accident,  and  old 
age),  the  percentage  being  1.13  per  cent 
on  June  30,  1909,  as  compared  with  1.29 
per  cent  on  March  31, 1909,  and  1.21  per 
cent  on  June  30,  1908.  The  inquiry 
blank  does  not  ask  for  a  detailed  classi- 
fication under  this  group  of  causes  be- 
cause the  smallness  of  the  percentage 
does  not  seem  to  justify  the  addition  of 
further  details.  It  may  be  remarked, 
however,  that  sickness  probably  is  the 
most  prominent  factor.  But  a  very  few 
members  idle  on  account  of  old  age 
would  probably  be  iricluded  under  this 
cause  for  the  reason  that  many  of  the 


vmions  do  not  retain  on  their  list  of 
'•'  members  in  good  standing  "  those  who 
are  no  longer  able  to  work  on  account  of 
old  age. 

The  percentage  idle  on  account  of 
strikes  or  lockouts  was  somewhat  larger 
than  on  March  31,  1909,  or  June  30, 
1908,  the  respective  percentages  being 
0.32  per  cent,  0.16  per  cent  and  0.24 
per  cent.  The  period  for  establishing 
new  conditions  of  employment  in  the 
organized  industries  is  largely  confined 
to  the  months  of  May  and  June,  con- 
sequently the  number  of  persons  idle  on 
account  of  strikes  or  lockouts  (by  which 
means  effort  is  often  made  to  enforce 
new  conditions)  shows  an  increase  at  the 
end  of  June.  This  was  true  also  in 
1908,  but  the  influence  on  the  percentage 
was  not  so  apparent  because  on  account 
of  the  industrial  depression  then  prevail- 
ing there  was  less  disposition  on  the  part 
of  the  unions  to  enforce  new  trade  con- 
ditions. It  is  to  be  imderstood  that  the 
number  idle  on  account  of  strikes  or 
lockouts'  does  not  actually  represent  the 
members  who  were  idle  on  June  30  as 
a  result  of  strikes  which  were  in  opera- 
tion at  that  time,  for  a  portion  of  these 
members  are  known  to  have  been  idle 
on  account  of  strikes  which  had  occurred 
at  some  prior  time  but  who  had  not 
yet  succeeded  in  obtaining  employment, 
although  the  strike  had  been  formally 
called  off. 

The  percentage  idle  on  account  of 
other  causes  was  0.25  per  cent  on  June 

30,  1909,  as  compared  with  0.34  per 
cent  on  March  31,  1909,  and  0.30  per 
cent  on  June  30,  1908.  Members  idle 
on  account  of  vacations  fui'nished  the 
largest  proportion  of  the  number  idle 
for  other  causes,  and  the  number  idle  on 
account  of  stock  taking  was  reduced  to 
a  minimum  on  June  30,  1909,  in  con- 
trast with  March  31, 1909,  and  December 

31,  1908,  when  the  niunbers  idle  for 
these  causes  were  comparatively  high.

Of  the  780  unions  reporting  at  the 
end  of  June,  493,  having  a  total  member- 
ship of  85,016  (or  80.25  per  cent  of  the 
total  membership  reported),  were  located 
in  the  15  cities  specified,  and  287  unions, 
having  a  membership  of  20,928  (or 
19.75  per  cent  of  the  total  membership 
reported),  were  located  in  92  other  cities 
and  towns  of  the  State.  The  percentage 
of  idleness  in  New  Bedford,  Salem, 
Lyim,  Boston,  Brockton,  Lowell,  Haver- 
hill, and  Fall  River  exceeded  the  corre- 
sponding percentage  (6.36)  for  the  State 
as  a  whole,  New  Bedford  showing  the 
largest    percentage    idle,    namely,    14.17 


per  cent,  and  Salem  showing  the  next 
largest  percentage  idle,  namely,  11.40 
per  cent.  In  the  seven  other  cities 
specified  the  percentage  of  idleness  was 
less  than  that  for  the  State  as  a  whole, 
Quincy  showing  the  smallest  percentage 
idle,  namely,  1.53  per  cent,  followed  in 
this  respect  by  Springfield  and  Holyoke, 
the  percentages  for  which  were  respect- 
ively 2.33  and  2.61.  Worcester  also 
showed  a  very  small  percentage  idle, 
namely,  3.71  per  cent. 

While  an  unusually  large  percentage 
of  idleness  reported  by  any  single  large 
union,   particularly  in   the   cities   which 
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have  only  a  few  unions,  might  cause  a 
decided  fluctuation  in  the  percentage  of 
idleness  for  any  such  city  from  quarter 
to  quarter,  we  are  presenting  in  this  re- 
port a  table  in  which  comparison  is 
made,  by  cities,  of  the  returns  received 
for  three  quarters  (See  Table  IV). 
Heretofore,  the  returns  were,  in  some 
instances,  not  sufficiently  large  to  justify 
such  comparison,  and  even  in  the  present 
table  it  was  found  advisable  to  present 
no  returns  for  five  cities  for  the  quarter 
ending  June  30,  1908,  nor  for  one  city 
for  the  quarter  ending  March  31,  1909. 
The  comparison  shows  that  in  Boston, 
Brockton,  Lawrence,  and  Worcester  there 
has  been  a  decrease  in  the  percentage 
of  idleness  for  the  quarter  ending  June 


30,  1909,  as  com]Dared  with  the  percent- 
age on  March  31,  1909,  and  a  still 
further  decrease  as  compared  with  the 
percentage  for  June  30,  1908.  In  the 
other  cities  specified  there  has  been  some 
irregularity  in  this  matter.  Thus  Haver- 
hill and  Lynn  each  showed  an  increase 
in  the  percentages  of  unemployment  over 
the    respective    percentages    for    March 

31,  1909,  although  in  Haverhill  the  con- 
ditions were  somewhat  better  than  in 
June,  1908,  while  in  Lynn  the  conditions 
reported  were  decidedly  better  than  for 
a  year  earlier.  In  Fall  River  there  was 
a  slight  decrease  over  the  percentage 
for  March  31,  1909,  but  a  very  slight 
increase  over  the  percentage  for  June 
30,  1908.

In  Table  V,  is  shown  comparatively 
by  industries  the  state  of  employment 
on  June  30,  1909,  March  31,  1909,  and 
June  30,  1908.  In  all  of  the  leading 
trades  represented,  with  the  exception 
of  the  stone  working  trades,  garment 
working  trades,  hotel  and  restaurant 
employment,  freight  handling,  and 
theatres  and  music,  the  percentage  of 
idleness  was  less  than  that  observed  on 
March  31,  1909.  Similarly  a  comparison 
by  industries  of  the  returns  for  June  30, 
1909,  with  those  for  June  30  of  the 
previous  year  shows  a  large  and  general 


improvement  in  the  state  of  employment 
on  the  later  date. 

In  the  building  trades,  which  comprise 
17.56  per  cent  of  the  total  membership 
reported  on  June  30,  1909,  the  percent- 
age of  idleness  was  4.98,  as  compared 
with  18.49  on  Marcli  31,  1909,  and  18.30 
per  cent  on  June  30,  1908.  It  is  largely 
to  this  resumption  of  operations  in  the 
building  trades  that  the  marked  decrease 
in  the  general  jDercentage  of  unemploy- 
ment for  all  industries  on  June  30, 
1909,  as  compared  with  the  i^revious 
quarters  is  due.     There  was  also  a  cor- 
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responding  decrease  in  the  unemploy- 
ment of  unskilled  building  and  street 
laborers,  the  percentage  being  20.25  on 
June  30,  1909,  as  compared  with  42.84 
per  cent  on  March  31,  1909,  and  43.24 
per  cent  on  June  30,  1908.  In  the  stone 
■working  trades  a  slight  increase  in  the 
percentage  of  idleness  is  to  be  observed, 
the  percentage  on  June  30  being  6.32 
as  compared  with  5.25  per  cent  on 
March  31,  1909. 
I  In  boot  and  shoe  manufacturing,  com- 

prising 21.61  per  cent  of  the  total  mem- 
bership reported,  the  percentage  of 
idleness  was  7.99  for  June  30,  1909,  as 
compared  with  12.78  per  cent  on  March 
31,  1909,  and  18.21  per  cent  on  June  30, 
1908,  indicating  an  improvement  over 
each  of  the  other  two  quarters  compared. 
I  In    transportation,    comprising    18.36 

^  per  cent  of  the  total  membership  re- 
ported, the  percentages  of  idleness  for 
the  three  quarters  were  respectively  3.73, 
4.37,  and  8.90,  indicating  a  somewhat 
more  favorable  state  of  employment  at 
the  end  of  the  last  quarter  than  at  the 
end  of  the  previous  quarter,  and  a  de- 
cidedly more  favorable  condition  than 
was  observed  a  year  earlier,  A  similar 
statement  holds  true  of  transportation 
on  railroads.  In  the  case  of  teaming, 
the  percentage  of  idleness  on  June  30, 
last,  was  only  2.28,  as  compared  with 
14.87  per  cent  on  March  31.  This 
marked  improvement  is  due  to  the  more 
favorable  report  returned  by  one  large 
organization  of  teamsters  in  Boston 
which  at  the  end  of  March,  1908,  re- 
ported a  high  percentage  of  idleness. 
In  freight  handling  there  was  an  increase 
in  the  percentage  idle,  the  percentage 
being  10.04  on  Jime  30,  as  compared 
with  4.90  on  March  31.  This  increase 
may,  in  part,  be  attributed  to  the  un- 
favorable report  returned  by  one  large 
organization  of  longshoremen,  but,  irre- 
spective of  this  single  report,  the  per- 
centage would  have  been  somewhat 
higher  than  on  March  31. 

In  the  textile-  industry  there  was  no 
marked  change  in  the  condition  of  em- 
ployment in  the  industry  as  a  whole  (nor 
for  any  single  branch),  the  percentage 


of  idleness  being  6.94  on  June  30,  1909, 
as  compared  with  6.72  on  March  31. 

In  the  iron  and  steel  industry  condi- 
tions appear  to  have  improved  somewhat 
over  the  previous  quarter  and  to  have 
improved  greatly  as  compared  with  the 
quarter  ending  June  30,  1908,  the  re- 
spective percentages  being  7.63,  9.81, 
and  17.81. 

The  percentage  of  idleness  for  garment 
workers  was  10.28  on  June  30,  1909,  as 
compared  with  4.61  per  cent  on  March 
31,  1909.  This  increase  in  unemploy- 
ment is  naturally  to  be  expected  at  this 
season  of  the  year. 

Certain  other  occupations  should  be 
briefly  considered.  The  percentage  of 
idleness  for  cigarmalers  on  June  30, 
1909,  was  0.79,  as  compared  with  13.64 
per  cent  on  March  31, 1909.  The  several 
large  organizations  which  for  two  suc- 
cessive quarters  had  reported  a  large 
number  idle,  at  the  end  of  the  past 
quarter  have  sent  very  favorable  reports, 
showing  that  conditions  in  this  industry 
are  again  normal,  if  not  better  than 
normal.  In  printing  and  publishing  the 
percentage  of  employment  remains  about 
the  same  as  on  March  31,  1909,  the 
percentages  for  the  respective  quarters 
being  4.91  and  4.95.  A  favorable  com- 
parison can  be  made  with  the  percentage 
of  8.35  on  June  30,  1908.  The  employ- 
ment of  stationary  enginemen  has  im- 
proved slightly,  the  percentages  for  June 
30  and  March  31  being  respectively  2.68 
and  3.04,  and  the  employment  of  barbers 
has  also  improved  somewhat,  the  per- 
centage being  1.70  for  June  30,  as  com- 
pared with  2.77  for  March  31.  Under 
theatres  and  music  a  decided  increase  in 
the  percentage  of  unemplo^nment  on  June 
30  as  compared  with  March  31  may  be 
noted,  the  respective  percentages  being 
29.23  and  8.62.  This  increase  is  largely 
to  be  attributed  to  the  closing  of  theatres 
during  the  summer  months,  theatrical 
employees  thereby  suffering  temporary 
unemployment.  Thus  eight  unions  of 
theatrical  stage  employees,  with  a  total 
membership  of  617,  reported  as  idle  345 
members,  or  55.92  per  cent  of  the  ag- 
gregate  membership.      In    the    case    of 
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musicians,  also  included  in  this  group, 
the  percentage  was  not  so  high,  being 
13.77  per  cent.  In  some  of  the  mu- 
sicians' unions  the  questions  with  refer- 
ence to  employment  are  not  applicable 
for  the  reason  that  their  members  may 
be  engaged  in  other  lines  of  work,  pur- 
suing music  as  a  side  issue.  So  far  as 
possible,  the  organizations  whose  mem- 
bers do  not  devote  their  whole  working 
time  to  music  have  been  excluded  from 
our  returns. 


Table  VI  presents  in  fuller  detail 
returns  at  the  end  of  June,  showing  the 
number  of  unions  making  complete  re- 
turns, the  membership  reported,  and 
the  number  and  percentage  idle  in  the 
several  industries  classified  by  occupa- 
tions. Proper  caution  should  be  used 
in  drawing  conclusions  with  reference 
to  those  particular  industries  for  which 
only  a  comparatively  small  number  of 
union  members  have  reported.
